The Town Warrant 


A perusal of the 67 articles contained in this 
year’s town warrant forecasts a rather lively town 
meeting with several debatable issues to be settled. 


Proposal for an increase in the wages of town 
eniployees, enlargement of the school committee 
from five to nine members, open meetings of the se- 
lectmen, consolidation of the tree and moth depart- 
nent with the board of public works, a sewerage 
systen for Dallardvale, and the purchase of land 
near the center of town for a public parking space 
are just a few of the subjects which may evoke con- 
siderable discussion before they are put to a vote. 


Of course the financial angles will enter largely 
into many of the decisions that are made. In all, the 
special articles which call for money to be raised 
by taxation run up to the unusually high sum of 


$197,600. 


With every additional $20,000 appropriated adding 
$1 to the tax rate it is not difficult to figure out 
what an increase it would mean if all of these ar- 
ticles calling for the expenditure of money are adop- 
ted, 


Figures for all of the departmental budgets are 
not yet available. The selectmen report that the bud- 
get for departments under their control will be less 
than a year ago but the expected increases in other 
departments will overbalance the saving there. 


The school department budget will be much more 
than last year with another increase in enrollment 
expected. 


Andover is growing rapidly and with that growth 
the cost of town government will also increase. 


The impact usually hits the town meeting through 
the special articles in the warrant, so that it is vi- 
tally important that before passing judgment on them 
voters should make it their business to study them 
carefully together with the forthcoming reports of 
the finance committee and the Andover Taxpayers’ 
association. 


Thus informed, they will be better prepared to act 
at town meeting for the best interests of all con- 


cerned,
